T is rare for any person Jkast 40 to be entirely free 
from some form of haemorrhoids or piles. Habitual 
constipation, over-distention of the rectum with 


waste material and straining at stool are responsible. It 
is a pity that so many, many persons neglect this simple 
ailment. But they do, and piles is one of the results. 


This trouble may be observed for the first time im- 


mediately after a strained attempt at evacuation of the 
bowel. A swelling or lump is found outside the opening 
of the bowel. It is dark red or blue in color and sensi- 
tive to the touch. 


If this tumor cannot b« pushed back throtj^h the 


opening, it may become sore and ulcerated and may 
bleed at times. There may be more than one such tomor, a group, indeed. 
After some months the soreness disappears and the lumps become hard 
arid leathery.
